The  letters  were  to  be 
330  feet  in  length  and  120  feet 
wide.

Tired  Health  Staff  Plans  Include 


Co-carts  and  other  types  of 
miniature  motorized  vehicles  de- 
signed for  children  were  vigor- 
ously criticized  in  a special  res- 
olution adopted  by  the  Utah 
Safety  Council.  They  are  char- 
acterized as  potentially  lethal 
weapons  because  of  their  “built- 
in”  hazards  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  commonly  used 
by  the  children. 

POINTING  TO  THE  many 
deaths  and  serious  injuries  that 
have  already  occurred  as  a result 
of  the  growing  “sport,”  the 
council  stressed  the  parental  re- 
sponsibility involved.  It  also 
called  attention  to  the  legal  vio- 
lations involved,  stating  that  un- 
der the  law  such  vehicles  when 
operated  on  public  streets  and 
roads  are  motor  vehicles,  sub- 
ject to  licensing  and  the  drivers 
thereof  must  also  be  licenced. 
Obviously,  a child  under  15% 
cannot  be  licensed  to  drive. 

The  resolution  followed  an 
earlier  statement  of  policy  re- 
cently issued  by  the  National 
Safety  Council  and  other  safety 
organizations. 

Manufacturers  of  the  toy  cars 
and  operators  of  miniature  race 
tracks  have  defended  the  go- 
carts  with  the  contention  that 
they  constitute  a form  of  “driv- 
er education.”  The  Council  re- 
futes such  arguments  by  declar- 
ing that  in  no  possible  way  could 
their  use  be  construed  as  driver 
education. 

FURTHERMORE  THEIR  oper- 
ation on  roads  and  streets  pre- 
sents a particular  hazard  to  op- 
erators of  conventional  vehicles 
because  of  visibility  difficulties 
and  equally  important  because 
of  the  complete  inability  of  chil- 
dren to  operate  them  safely 
among  other  vehicular  traffic. 

Parents  are  urged  by  the 
Council  to  refrain  from  encour- 
aging their  use  by  small  fry  on 
Streets  and  roads.  “When  there 
are  so  many  other  wholesome 
and  proper  forms  of  play  and 
recreation  for  children,  it  is  re- 
grettable that  such  devices  are 
being  offered  for  their  use.

On  the  first  annual  event,  stu- 
dents demolished  on  “07”  built 
somewhat  below  the  present  lo- 
cation of  the  “Y”  and  gathered 
stones  for  the  new  emblem. 
Brush  was  cleared  and  white- 
wash was  carried  from  the  val- 
ley. 

ENTHUSIASM  shortly  died 
into  “charity”  as  the  job  took  on 
proportion,  and  students  decided 
to  leave  some  work  for  succes- 
sors. Consequently,  only  the  “Y” 
was  built. 

A comment  recorded  in  the 
school  paper  White  & Blue 
states,  “After  all,  there  will  be 
other  groups  of  students  in  fu- 
ture years.  It  would  be  unjust 
not  to  leave  them  an  opportun- 
ity for  school  patriotism.” 

FOR  TWO  years,  the  school 
symbol  had  been  the  aspiration 
of  the  academy  president,  Geor- 
ge H.  Brimhall,  and  engineering 
professor  E.  D.  Partridge,  for 
whom  a room  in  the  Industrial 
Arts  Bldg  was  recently  named. 
Partridge  staked  the  “Y”  out 
from  lower  campus  with  a tran- 
sient in  1906. 


No  More  Premarital  Physicals 


Officials  at  the  McDonald  Student  Health  Center  today 
announced  that  no  more  appointments  can  be  made  this 
quarter  for  premarital  examinations. 

BECAUSE  OF  overcrowded  conditions  all  appointment 
times  in  the  premarital  clinic  are  filled  until  the  end  of 
spring  quarter. 

However,  students  will  be  able  to  have  blood  tests  taken 
at  the  health  center  for  $1.  These  tests  cost  from  $2  to  $4 
elsewhere. 

- Students  who1  plan  to  take  physical  examinations  prior 
to  marriage  are  reminded  that  Utah  state  law  requires  that 
blood  for  tests  be  drawn  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  pre- 
marital examinations. 

THE  HEALTH  Center  will  also  be  swamped  with  last 
minute  callers.  Judging  from  past  experience,  many^  students 
will  be  coming  to  the  health  center  the  last  few  weeks  of 
school  asking  to  have  warts  and  moles  removed.  Because 
of  the  shortage  of  doctors — many  who  have  waited  two  to 
three  hours  to  see  one  may  understand — it  is  necessary  for 
the  hospital  to  limit  removal  of  warts  and  moles  to  those 
which  are  “absolutely  interfering  with  school  work.” 

The  hospital  staff  is  requesting  that  students  come  in 
before  the  end-of-school  rush  for  immunizations,  to  be  pre- 
pared for  the  oncoming  polio  season.  Students  who  have 
had  the  polio  series  and  one  “booster”  (four  shots),  do  not 
require  further  injections.
